was effect®d. 


T h e riflemen u n d er 
Maj Forsyth 
first landed, under a heavy fir« fron»

commanded in person. 
H e hud collect­ 
ed his whole force in the woods near 
the

force consisted of seven hundred le- 
gulars and militia, and one 
hundred 
Indians. 
Major Forsyth was supported 
as promptly as possible ; but the con­ 
te s t wa* sharp and severe for nearly 
half an hour, and the enemy were re­ 
pulsed by a n u m b e r far 
inferior to 
theirs. 
A s soon as General Pike land­ 
ed with seven or eight 
hundred men, 
and the rem ainder of the troops were 
pu shing for the shore, the enemy r e ­ 
treated to their works. O u r troop» were 
now formed on the ground originally 
intended for thei: 
landing, advanced 
t h r o ’ a thick wood,and after carrying one 
battery by assault^ were moving in co­ 
lu m n ! towards the main work : when 
within sixty r«ds of this, a tr cmendoas 
explosion took place from a maguzlne 
previously prepar ed, and which threw 
out such im m ens e quantités of stone as 
îDOst seriously lo injure our troops.

have not yet been able to collecjcwKhe 
returns of the killed and wounded ; but 
o u r loss will, 1 fear, exceed one h u n ­ 
d r e d ; and a m o n g these I have to la- 
tts^-ut the loss of that brave and ex cel­ 
lent officer brigadier general Pike, who 
received a contusion from a large stone, 
which terminated his valuable life w i t h ­ 
in a few hours.
